Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  District  liquid  house -refuse 
slop-water  etc . ,  runs  off  by  the  natural  channels  of  drainag 
which  in  most  instances  are  long  tortuous  dykes,  leading  to 
nearest  river  or  brock.  Most  of  the  suspended  matter  is  de 
ited  from  the  sewage  in  'esc  dykes,  which  are  periodically 
cleansed  by  order  of  the  Council,  so  that  there  is  very  lot; 
pollution  of  rivers  from  any  of  the  villages  constituting  tb 
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ally  occur,  but  they  are  soon  detected  by  the  Inspector,

The  sewerage  dykes  in  the  various  parishes  have  been 
cleansed  as  required. 

I  have  visited  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  of  Purveyors 
and  found  them  in  a  fair  state  of  cleanliness.  Six  ne\ 
have  been  registered  during  the  year. 

Factories,  Workshops,  and  Workplaces  in  the  District  have  been 
kept  in  a  clean  state  with  ten  exceptions,  in  which  cases  I  gave 
instructions  for  them  to  be  cleansed  and  limewashed,  which  has 
been  done.  Work  was  suspended  in  the  houses  of  two  homeworkers 
because  of  infectious  diseases  until  after  the  houses  had  been 
disinfected  and  cleansed.
